The black tape project is the creation of Joel Alvarez, obviously not the first person to apply electri¬ 
cal tape on the body but none the less a true artistic pioneer of our time with his innovative use and 
designs. Joel has always been involved in the arts. Countless awards in art during his school years 
to the preforming arts after high school, break dancing and fire acts for events and videos., now as 
a young photographer in this world polluted with anyone with a camera his style and creativity has 
allowed him to stand out just enough to be recognized 

Joel Alvarez was commissioned to shoot a model whose idea to be wrapped in the black electrical 
tape in the beginning of his photography career in 2008. Although he was not taken by the unorigi¬ 
nal idea of randomly wrapping tape on the body at first, he stuck with it and began to cultivate one 
of a kind designs with black electrical tape. Creating his own techniques to anchor tape in strategic 
locations to control the curves and the lines of the tape and keep the integrity of the design. He 
has been able to create intricate and unique designs on each of his models.

“I love light, shadows and form in unique presentations. 

Ten years ago i was shooting bodybuilders for their bios. Bodybuilders led 
to bodyscapes which led to glamour shots and fine art nudes. Two years 
ago I was inspired to redefine my fine art nudes in looks new to me. Mira¬ 
bai is an excellent model and outstanding body painter; she did the artistic 
body painting on the gold nude image. She can be found here: http://

The powder images were inspired by a sudden stop on a Vail ski slope. 
The photographer Ashley Liv-Jamieson provided an early inspiration for 
the powder shots. A calendar of powder images is available through my 
website, gracefulimaging.com 

The reflection images were inspired by the Hungarian-born photographer 
Andre Kertesz and his series of “Distortions” he shot in Paris in 1933. The 
photographer Zane Paxton also contributed to the development of these 
reflection images. 

These images received post-processing work from Vadim at P&B Studio. 
He is a genius. 

I plan to continue with the powder images someplace outside of my 
studio. I am still cleaning the flour from the ceiling. I feel like I have only 
scratched the surface of the reflection images. I have recently started 
experimenting with layered Mylar and light and color. The body painting is 
like a deep volcano: sudden, deep and strong images that come almost 
without warning.
